During the inquest a num ber of

W hile xvheet is one of the best grains 
to feed to fowls, it should not bo fed to 
excess or it may cause diarrhea. Feet! 
it with other grains. 
Loss of featly rs is generally caused 
by w an t of green food or want of a 
dust bath. Supply both, and, as a local 
application, use mercurial ointment. 
Breed the best flesh formers for m ar­ 
ket; then feed them up to as great a 
w eight as possible. Well fattened, well 
dressed poultry bring the best price*.
